Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney stated JP354058641 A does not pertain to flange welding 
as described in the instant claims. Examiner stated JP354058641 A describes prevention of stress accumulation with 
reduction or elimination of the converging of weld lines. Attorney stated JP354058641 A may not be properly 
combinable with other references used in the rejection. Examiner stated that this reference is related to reduction of 
build-up of stresses and that although JP354058641 A is directed to butt welds, the application of JP354058641 A to 
stress reduction in sheet metal welding such as Applicant's Prior Art Figures 4A and 4B would have been obvious at 
the time applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art. Attorney asked for clarification of 
some of the 35 (JSC 112 2nd rejections. Examiner stated that the welding path and crater features need further 
description in order to provide clear understanding.
